lo dispel an erroneous inference 
w e roust emphasise that the stunted 
up|*earanvr of the Jew by no ineana 
Incapacitate* him from meeting the 
usual contingencies of everyday life. 
As has l>cca shown by llerliert bprueer, 
tall aud muscular men. who can lift 
great weight*, jump great heights or 
rttn great distances, are not usually 
the one* who are lilted to withstand 
tbe strain of modem life, or do hard 
work under unfavorable conditions. 
In the cane of the Jew we may observe 
the rurrgy he lack* in his muscles ia 
chiefly conecutrated in his nervous 
system, thus adapting him to trilb- 
stand the hazards of modern civilian, 
tiou. when brute force is of ralber 
secondary importance, >ay* tbe Re¬ 
view of Review*. 

Arriviug at New York the Russian 
Jew tiuds himself handicapped to a 
grrotrr extent than immigrants of 
other nationalities. Besides the lark 
of the English language, he also Bad* 
all the condition* different from those 
undrr which he was reared in his na¬ 
tive country. It mart be recalled that 
the industrial development of Russia, 
particularly the IJ governments o< 
the “I’air,” is at least 30 years behind 
that of the United Stain. Any trade 
that ho may have *ji*nt years lu ac¬ 
quiring be must learn over again ac¬ 
cording to American methods. The 
only useful qualification a Russian 
immigrant brings oTcr with him lo the 
United Hate* ia hi* adaptability. ThU 
he has arquired during constant mi¬ 
grations for the last 2.000 year*, bring¬ 
ing him in contact with all peoples 
and their civilizations, and reudering 
hi* organism pliable. This environ¬ 
ment is peculiar to the Jrwa to such 
an rxteut that scientists arc inclined 
to consider them a cosmopolitan peo¬ 
ple. who ran live and prosper in all 
routinruu, lu all climates, and under 
any rnvironnirut. Another character¬ 
istic of the Jewish immigrant is his 
readiness to absorb aud assimilate new 
idea*, new sentiment*. new concep¬ 
tion* of life, and la the eourae of on*- 
or two generations tbe descendants 
of that uncouth Russian Jew appro¬ 
priate American modes of life and ac 
tivily. and arc no more to be distin¬ 
guished from the surrounding popu 
iation. It U all due to' his ready re¬ 
sponse to new rnviroumrnt and new 
spirit of the time.

Is not art with us just a question of the Dewey arch versus the, 
"Flatiron” building? The beautiful arch in honor of the conqueror! 
of Manila that for so sliort a time decorated Madi&on square. New j 
York, was the 'ocjt work of its kind that has been produced within a| 
century. True, it was not wholly original. It borrowed from I the 
Arch of Trajan, in the Roman forunt; but to the classic model it 
added much, and in its proportions, its symmetry and its essential 
beauty it suqtassed contemporary European work, just as the White j 
City at Chicago surpassed what Berlin, I’ar.s and other European j 
capitals have done in exposition architecture. 

Y'et the Dewey arch is gone. Its fragile beauties were not made | 
permanent, and in its stead, as we conic down Fifth avenne. we are 
confronted by what serins the monstrous prow of a Roman galley, 
bv the most hideous of modern sky-scrapers, the aptly nicknamed 
"Flr.tiron building. It is a cruel shame that beautitul Madison square 1 
should lye desecrated hy one of the ugliest structures in existence, 
by a monster that violates every principle of architectural art, by a 
great, aggressive monument to commercialism. 

Where shall the halt be called? Boston has passed an ordinance 
regulating the height of buildings: will other American cities follow 
suit, or will they leave themselves at the mercy of deformity aud gro- 
tesquencss? Before wc can have a real art the man that we add to 
nature must be a real man, a patriot, a whole-souled American, who 
knows that life to be worthy must be dominated by some other spirii 
from that of conquest and commercialism; it must be touched by aif 
indwelling sense of the beautiful. 

Our sociological students understand. They know that to 
cleanse the slums is not enough, nor to solve the tenement house 
problem. They arc pleading aiwavs lor grass and tree* and foun¬ 
tains and statues in the squares. They art working always to bring 
beaut v into the lives of the people.
